Many a Main Line artist is deficient 
in ideas. His technique is to cop\ 
soniethintr conventionally, apply color 
and sitrii his name in ultramarine 
(he wouldn't use scarlet). If this 
technique were followed faithfully, a 
presentable piece of work illicit con- 
ceivably be created. Too often can- 
lessness crops in. He (and she -es- 
pecially she) does not draw carefully. 
His huht and shadow are faulty. 
His composition is ill-arranged, lie 
attempts to cover his mistakes with 
broad blotches of color or irregular 
lines, distorted in the wrong places. 

Not all the. paintings we have seen 
hereabout are badly drawn. Some of 
them even show a good use of color, 
and peculiarly enough the better 
paintings are rendered in media 
other than oil. In very few is there 
considerable detail. And in none evi- 
dence of the superb draftsmanship 
and dynamic spirit which character- 
izes modern American art.
